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65 Feared Dead in 
East River Crash 


Of U.S. Turboprop 


NEW YORK (UPI)—A new American Airlines 
turboprop Electra plane en route from Chicago with 
73 persons aboard crashed into 30 feet of water in the 
East River Tuesday night when it missed its approach 


to La Guardia Airport in fog 
and drizzle. 

Nearly eight hours after the 
11:45 p.m. EST (1:45 pan. JST) 
crash, only nine persons had 
been picked up alive from the 
icy Ocean estuary and one of 
them died in a hospital. Several 
were in critical condition. 

Thus it appeared that 65 per- 
sons were killed. Only 25 bodies 
were recovered during the night. 

The passengers included Ed. 
ward Gottlieb, 49, of New York, 
head of an international public 
relations firm, and Beulah 
Zachary of Chicago, producer of 
the NBC-TV show, Kukla, Fran 
and Ollie. Gottlieb was rescued 
and was in fair condition with a 
fractured leg. Miss Zachary 
was-among those unaccounted 
for. 

Two Civil Aeronautics Board 
officials began an immediate in- 
vestigation of the tragedy which 
oceurred a mile from the air-| 
port when the four-engine plane 
was making a standard instru- 
ment approach. An eyewitness 
said there was an explosion at 
the time of the crash. 

One of the passengers, Sey- 
mour Kemach, said there was 
no warning. 

Kemach and some of the other 
survivors swam in the icy water 
to a commercial tug that was 
hauling barges near the scene. 
Others were picked up by police 
and coast guard Jaunches, fire 
boats, and a police helicopter. 
They were suffering from inter- 
nal injuries, cuts, bruises, shock, 
exposure, and submersion, but 
no burns were reported. 

Among the survivors were 
three crew members—Frank 5. 
Hiavacek, first officer; Warren 
E. Cook, flight engineer, and 
Joan Marie Zeller, stewardess. 
Miss Zeller, 21, who became @ 
stewardess because she thought 
fiying was “thrilling,” was in a 
daze as she was brought to 
Flushing General Hospital. 

“That crash, that horrible 
crash,” she moaned. “Please 
turn me over on my side. My 
stomach hurts.” 

It was the first crash of an 
American jet airliner since US- 
manufactured jets were first put 
into commercial service in Nov- 
ember. 

Police set up a temporary res- 
cue headquarters and morgue 
in the College Point section of 
Queens County, the nearest 
point of the Long Island shore 
to the crash scene. 

A three-foot section of the 
plane's 32foot tail projected 
above the surface of the river. 
A 20-foot section of the plane 
‘was spotted by the helicopter 
floating near the Bronx shore 
on the other side of the river. 
Some bodies were probably 
trapped in the submerged sec- 
tion, police said. 

The plane appeared to be in 
no difficulty when it informed 
the airport's control tower that 
it was approaching for a land- 
ing at 11:15 p.m. It was four 
miles from the airport at that 
time. There was no radio con- 
tact after that. 

There were 68 passengers, in- 
cluding an infant and at least 
four other children, and five 
crew members aboard the plane 
which had been-in service only 
since Jan. 23. The flight, No. 
320, was a roundtrip from New 
York to Chicago and it was run- 
ning nearly an hour late at the 
time of the crash. It left Chi- 
cago at 9:54 p.m. 

American Airlines said there 
were 64 paid passengers, three 
company employes and five 
crew members aboard. They 
said the accident ended an all- 
time safety record established 
by its pilots—16,500,000 pas 
sengers traveling 10 billion pas- 
senger-miles safely since a Jan. 
6, 1957 accident. 

Capt. A. H. Dewitt, pilot of 
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Flares Reported but 
NoTrace of Hedtoft 


HALIFAX (UPI)—The United 
States Coast Guard cutter Camp- 
bell Tuesday night reached the 
area off the southern tip of 
Greenland where flares had 
been reported earlier but found 
no trace of the missing Danish 
vessel Hans Hedtoft. 

After reaching the area the 
Campbell radioed “no radar or 
visual contact with anything.” 

The reporting of possible 
flares earlier Tuesday night was 
‘the climax to a five-day air-sur- 
face search for the missing 
Danish vessel which struck an 
iceberg last Friday 37 miles off 
Cape Farewell on the southern 
trip of Greenland and radioed 
she was sinking fast. 

Good weather broke Tuesday 
for the first time in the five-day 
search for the Hedtoft. It ap 
peared almost certain all 95 
persons aboard were lost, but 
the search was kept up anyway.

Elichi Shukutani, board chair- 
man of the Canton-Wuhan Japa- 
nese Trade Fair, left Tokyo for 
Peiping via JAL last night. 

He was accompanied by Ki 
yoshi Otsuka, an interpreter. 


Shukutani was the first Japa- 
nese invited officially by Com- 
munist China after the suspen- 
sion of trade relations between 
the two countries last May. 

Among the places he plans to 
visit are Peiping and Canton. 
He is expected to be back in To- 
kyo at the end of this month. 

Shukutani told newsmen at 
the airport that the primary ob- 
jective of his trip to Peiping 
was to settle left-over business 
on the Japanese trade fairs in 
Canton and Wuhan. 

He said, however, that during 
his trip, he would ask for Pei- 
ping’s good offices in restoring 
the deadlocked economic rela- 
tions between the two countries 
at the wishes of Japanese indus- 
trial circles. 

“I shall also inform the Pei- 
ping Government of the Kishi 
Administration’s plan to con- 
clude a government-to-govern- 
ment trade agreement and to 
hold an ambassadorial confer- 
ence on the matter,” he said. 

He said, however, he had no 
intention of working together 
with Akira Iwai, secretary gen- 
eral of the General Council of 
Japan Labor Unions (Sohyo), 
now staying in Peiping. 

International Trade and In- 
dustry Minister Tatsunosuke 
Takasaki was expected to send 
through Shukutani a lettter to 
Premier Chou En-lai and Nan 
Han-cheng, chairman of the Chi- 
nese Committee for Promotion 
of International Trade, concern- 
ing improvement of trade rela- 
tions between the two nations. 

The letter did not materialize, 
however, because of the delicate 
intraparty conditions in the rul- 
ing Liberal-Democratic Party.

Yiu TabHa, minister to Japan, 
said he would deliver this infor- 
mation personally to the Japa- 
nese Foreign Office next week 
if he confirms press reports of 
Japan’s repatriation plan. 

He made the statement at a 
press conference Wednesday 
after visiting President Syng- 
man Rhee accompanied by Vice 
Foreign Minister Kim Kong Jo. 

The stand jibes with a pre- 
vious warning of “serious con- 
sequences” by Foreign Minister 
Cho Chung Whan and a state- 
ment by Kim Tuesday that the 
talks could not be resumed 
without a change in Japanese 
plans. 

Yiu, here for consultations on 
the long stalled negotiations, 
said he could not believe press 
dispatches on “the silly, unrea- 
sonable” attitude of Japan. 

“I must personally confirm 
if the reports are true before 
we notify them of our final de- 
cision,” he said.

Shipwrecked Koreans Rescued; 
Japanese Fish Boat Captured 


The Maritime Safety Agency 
reported yesterday that one of 
its patrol boats rescued three 
survivors from a six-man crew 
of the Korean fishing boat 
which was found drifting in 
the Japan Sea off Shimane Pre- 
fecture. 

The report coincided with an- 
other that a small Japanese 
fishing boat was captured by a 
Korean patrol boat yesterday 
morning off the Tsushima Is- 
lands located hag way between 
Kyushu and Korean Peninsula. 

The 5-ton vessel, Hamahisa 
Maru, was the fifth fishing boat 
captured by South Korean pa- 
tro! boats since the turn of the 
year. 

The Korean boat, identified 
as the Samsong, was originally 
spotted by a Japanese fishing 
boat which notified Maritime 
Safety Agency officials. The

stricken vessel was adrift about 
50 kilometers off Oki Island in 
Shimane Prefecture. Of the 
three survivors on the five-ton 
ship, one was reported in criti- 
cal condition. 

The Japanese patrol boat 
which rushed to the scene took 
the disabled ship under tow to 
Oki Island where the three 
survivors were given medical 
treatment. 


The three dead Koreans 
aboard the ship included its 
skipper, Nam Tu Bok, 33. Ac- 
cording to fragmentary infor- 
mation obtained from the sur- 
vivors, the boat developed en- 
gine trouble soon after it left 
a South Korean port Jan. 15, 
The survivors said they had 
drifted helplessly for 20 days. 
During this period, the three 
other members of the crew died 


of exposure. 


No Troops 
To Islands, 
Kishi Says 


Prime Minister Nobusuke 
Kishi said yesterday that even 
if the Ryukyus and Bonins were 
included in the area covered by 
the revised Japan-U.S. Security 
Treaty, it was inconceivable, in 
the light of the Japanese consti- 
tutional stipulations, that any 
self-defense forces would be sent 
to either of the two island 


groups. 
Kishi was replying to a ques 
tion by Liberal-Democrat Tokuji 


Tokonami at a Budget Commit- 
tee meeting of the House of 
Representatives on the treaty 
revision issue. 

Kishi also stressed that he had 
no intention whatsoever of ef- 
fecting any revision of the 
security pact that’ would in- 
crease the possibilities of Japa- 
nese involvement in a war. 

The Prime Minister avoided 
giving any direct answer to a 
question whether the Ryukyus 
and Bonins would be included 
in the treaty area. He said, 
however, that-the return of ad- 
ministrative rights over the two 
island chains had nothing to do 
with the revision of the security 
treaty. Irrespective of stipula- 
tions in the revised treaty, ef- 
forts should be made to get back 
the administrative rights over 
those islands, Kishi said. 

About the provision in the 
present pact relative to the use 
of U.S. troops to quell internal 
disturbances in this country, 
Kishi said he did not think it 
would be appropriate to include 
the same stipulation in the 
amended pact. 

He added, however, that he 
did not think that Japan should 
‘swiftly build up her self-defense 
forces just because of deletion 
of the “internal disturbances” 
provision, 

Foreign Minister Alichiro 
Fujiyama told the Budget Com- 
mittee that he would ask the 
U.S.—through diplomatic chan- 
nels—to help improve the. liv- 
ing standard and education of 
the Ryukyuans to reconstruct 
the island’s industries. 

Earlier in the day, the Social- 
ist members of the Budget Com- 
mittee had refused to discuss a 
supplementary budget for fiscal

debates until yesterday evening.

But he asked news- 
men, ‘why they are ready to be- 
lieve missile claims so 
readily? 

After all, the President said, 
the Russians also have said that 
thiey invented the fiying ma- 
chine, the automobile and the 
telephone. 

Eisenhower, in describing 
American defense accomplish- 
ments, noted that U.S. Strategic 
Air Command planes are now 
more widely dispersed around 
the world than ever. 

A newsman said some con- 
cern has been expressed recent- 
ly over Russia’s possible power 
to knock out American retali- 
atory capacity at the beginning 
of any new war. 

Eisenhower scoffed at this. If 
the Soviets are going to destroy 
American retaliatory power in- 
stantly, even destroy 70 per cent 
of it, how manwv missiles would 
have to be launched around the 
world in a single volley? he 
asked. . 

Eisenhower added American 
defense chiefs know there is not 
that kind of Soviet capability in 
the world today. 

The United States and its al- 
lies, he said, undoubtedly would 
suffer losses if Russia attacked 
by surprise. 

That is one of the advantages 
of dictatorship in starting a 
war, he said. 

The Free World, Eisenhower 
said, must be constantly alert, 
constantly improving its radar 
warning systems. 


McElroy Confident 

WASHINGTON (AP) — US. 
Secretary of Defense Neil Mce- 
Elroy said Tuesday the United 
States will be practically even 
with Russia in war-ready in- 
tercontinental missiles by the 
end of this year. 

McElroy told the House of 
Representatives Armed Serv- 
ices Committee the United 
States will have “a few inter- 
continental ballistic missiles by 
July 1959, and a few more by 
December 1959, which will be 
within a few missiles one way 
or the other of what we would 
expect of the Russians at the 
same time.” 

In predicting America’s ICBM 
stocking McElroy obviously was 
speaking of missiles operational 
and in place—not test rockets 
such as have already been fired. 
He had already said a U.S. West 
Coast squadron will be partial- 
ly equipped by this summer 
with the big weapons. 

McElroy said the United 
States is now Clearly ahead of 
Russia in totalwar making

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
U.S. Air Force said an Atlas mis- 
sile fired from Cape Canaveral, 
Fla..

British Truck Searched 

LONDON (AP)—Soviet offi- 
clals held up a British army 
truck at a point in Berlin and 
searched it, the British Foreign 
Office announced Wednesday. 

The Foreign Office said the 
truck was stopped as it was 
leaving Berlin. 

The Soviet Union’s inspection 
of the British truck followed the 
detention of an American convoy 
inside satellite East Germany for 
two days. 

The truck was allowed to 
proceed after the Soviet authori- 
ties inspected it, the Foreign 
Office spokesman added. The in- 
cident occurred Tuesday. 

There was only one British 
soldier in the truck “and he 
was unable to prevent the So- 
viet authorities from inspecting 
it,” the spokesman said.

Tombstones seldom 
the efforts of great sculptors; 
hence in all countries cemeteries 
contain a homely art arising 
directly from the people, 
fashioned by village carvers, 
and reflecting with a touching 
simplicity the grief and the 
hopes of common folk, Such 
lowly arts would have been 
deemed crude and ignoble by 
seekers of classic “beauty.” 
For the modern eye, far more 
responsive to primitive quali- 
ties of vigor, intuition, sy™ 
bolism, and patternization, these 
folk crafts appear artistically ex- 
pressive as weil as historically 
memorable. 


The identification of time and 
person has to be pieced together 
from clues of style and from 
scraps of inscriptions on these 
tombs. Over a basically priml- 
tive and native “style” are 
grafted the elements contribut- 
ed by Roman Mithra cults of the 
4th Century A.D; by Early 
Christian symbolism expressed 
through a Hellenistic inheri- 
tance; by the Slavs who here 
show the beginnings of the Cy- 
rillic script; by the Bogumils, 
who left their intimations of 
pessimism and resignation, with 
an almost Oriental hint of trans- 
migration of the soul. The cos- 
tumes of the deceased changed 
with the ages—an umbrella was 
deemed essential in the 19th 
century—but the same humble, 
clumsy, and localized figures 
continue down to our own time.

Agency said FIBA’s decision was 
done at “the manipulation of 
American imperialists.” 

Russia and Bulgaria were 
stripped of all points gained be- 
cause they refused to play 
against Nationalist China. Bra- 
zil was named gen oe with 
the United States second 

NCNA called it an “iNegal 
decision.” 

It said FIBA “still adhered to 
the intrigue of creating ‘two 
Chinas’” by refusing to make 
the necessary arrangements so 
that a Communist team play in- 
stead of a Nationalist one to 
represent China. 

NCNA charged the United 
States “even plotted” to suspend 
the USSR and Bulgaria for four 
years to eliminate its most 
powerful competitor in the 1960 
Olympic basketball champion- 
ships. 


MOSCOW (AP)—Trud, the 
Soviet labor paper, Tuesday 
condemned the international 
basketball federation ruling 
that deprived Russia of the 
championship at the world 
amateur championships in 
Santiago last week. 

The penalty against the So 
viet Union was imposed when 
the Russian team refused to 
play Nationalist China. 

Trud specifically singled out 
William Jones, general secre- 
tary of the federation (FIBA), 
commenting that “anyone who 
knows the sport understands 
the timely refusal to play can- 
not be construed as not report- 
ing for play.” 

The labor organ said that “in 
1953 the same Jones, while in 
Moscow for the Buropean bas- 
ketball championship, did not 
apply these sanctions against 
Egypt for refusing to play the 
Israelis. Last year in the EBuro- 
pean Cup competition Madrid's 
Real Madrid team did not re- 
port for a (soccer) match with 
the Army sports club of Riga, 
and here too the FIBA did not 
apply any special sanctions.” 


LIMA, Peru (AP)—It is “re-

Antitrust Bill 
On Sports 
Introduced 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Sen. 
Estes Kefauver (D-Tenn.) Tues- 
day introduced ai sweeping 
sports antitrust bill that would 
set a ilmit of 80 on the number 
of major and minor league 
players any baseball team could 
control, 


The bill is designed to bring 
professional baseball, \ football, 
baskethall and hockey under the 
antitrust laws—and then grant 
certain specified exemptions to 
several activities of the four 
sports. 

Kefauver, a football player 
and track man at the Universit 
of Tennessee, class of 1924, 
chairman of the Senate anti- 
monopoly subcommittee, 


His bill would crack down 
harder on tearm owners and pro- 
moters than legislation passed 
by the House last year. The 

bill died in Kefauver’s sub- 
committee. Kefauver said some 
Major League baseball clubs 
now control as many as 450 
players through farm teams or 
working agreements with minor 
league clubs. Any law cutting 
the total to 80 would make some 
of these players available to less 
Wealthy teams in the Ma 
Leagues. It would be cbeatite 
help minor league teams by let- 
ting them sell more: players to 
the highest bidder. 

Kefauver’s measure also was 
aimed at the “football draft” in 
which professional teams pick 
players arbitrarily from college 
ranks without any consideration 
of the player's desire to play for 
a particular team,

system, farm system or other 
arrangement for selection of a

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Dulles’ Trip 


to Europe 


U.S. Secretary of State Dulles has left Washington for 
Europe where he will have conversations with British, 
French and German government leaders on plans for the 
future. The high points of the talks will be the reunifica- 
tion of Germany and the situation in Berlin, but no doubt 
a whole number of other questions will come in for dis- 


cussion. 


Before leaving Washington, Mr. Dulles remarked that 
as far as the United States was concerned there was not 
going to be a war over Berlin but he could not tell what 
the Russians were going to do. This remark indicates the 
goodwill of the United States Government and the Amer- 
ican people and their desire for a peaceful settlement in 
Europe, but it also reveals the seriousness of the inter- 


national situation. 


Neither Mr. Dulles nor anyone else 


knows what the Russians are going to do but, in addition, 
they cannot be confident that whatever Moscow actually 


decides to do next will not

With this background, Mr. Dulles has to talk with 
his counterparts in London, Paris and Bonn. He had a 
conference with President Eisenhower on Tuesday before 
leaving the United States and he made a statement later 
that showed that the two considered together the “highly 
complicated situation that is developing as a result of So- 
viet threats, particularly with respect to Berlin.” The word- 
ing of this statement suggests their conviction that the 
situation that must be met is actually in the process of 
developing and is as yet far from a state of fixation. 

Consequently, the Western leaders’ task will be to 
formulate policies that can be readily adapted to meet 
any fresh move from Moscow. Those policies must be on 
a firm basis, prominent in which must be the fixed deter- 
mination not to yield to Communist threats and pressures. 
That determination now appears to have been achieved by 
all concerned and we may therefore expect that the formula- 
tion of a defensive and, if possible, a constructive program 
can be carried out in a spirit of harmony. Before leaving 
Washington Mr. Dulles talked with the French Ambassador, 
Mr. Herve Alphand, who had just returned from Paris, 
and in the light of that talk, he said, he did not see 
any great differences between the French position and 
their own. This is all to the good for it is clear that if 
the Western powers are to meet on equal ground with 
the Russians there must be harmony among them. - 


In starting the present talks, Mr. Dulles has not ruled 
out the possibility of an eventual conference of the repre- 
sentatives of the powers which must take the responsibility 
for the settlement of the German Question—Britain, France, 
the United States and Soviet Russia. Owing to the present 
fluidity, or perhaps we ought to say, the uncertainty, of 
the European situation, however, speculation in this direct 
must be fruitless for the moment. 

It is possible perhaps that the first result of Mr. Dulles’ 
talks in Europe will be the formulation of some counter- 

. proposal to Moscow on the subject of Germany and Ber- 
lin. There is, however, a considerable body of opinion, 
notably in France and Germany, that any definite eounter- 
proposal might be inadvisable and that it would be better 
to adhere to a purely negative attitude vis-a-vis the an- 
nounced Soviet policy. The feeling in Bonn, the West Ger- 
man Federal capital, seems to be that any deviation from 
the present status quo which Moscow would consent to 
consider would mean a surrender of allied defenses that 
would make matters worse and perhaps seriously weaken 


NATO’s defensive setup. 


While Mr. Dulles is off to Europe, the working com- 
mittee of American, British, French and West German dip- 
lomats are drafting in Washington a reply to the Soviet 
note of January 10 which proposed a German peace con- 
ference. They will not formulate any new policy—that 


must be left to the outcome of 


Mr. Dulles’ European talks— 


but it is hoped that they will be able to prepare a suitable 


statement of the fundamentals of the German Question as 


the Western powers agree to see it. 


Meanwhile, these same powers are anxiously looking 
to the economic situation as this is being affected by various 
Communist pressures. .In Washington, there is some talk 
of an “economic NATO” which would be in a position to 


tighten trade restrictions against the Communist bloc. 


It 


seems to us that such a policy should only be adopted as 
a last resource. Although Mr. Mikoyan’s recent appeal 
“for a trade expansion with the United States for Soviet 
_ Russia may have concealed some secret pitfallg for the 
unwary optimist, we doubt whether further restrictions 
on trade with the Reds would be to any good purpose. 
Where cases of deliberate dumping occur, local action 
should suffice. An “economic NATO” on a large scale, if 
effective, would aggravate the worldwide clash between 


the two ideological camps. 


A reasonable settlement of the terms of the reunifica- 
tion of Germany is, we believe, of prime importance, and 
we think every effort should be made to secure this despite 


the constant discouragement 
the Western powers will be 


from Moscow. Let us hope 
able to devise some means 


of securing progress in this direction and that the Soviet 
Government will eventually see that its best intergsts lie in 


ridding the world of this dangerous issue.

Repatriation of Koreans 


Resolution of Japan Red Cross Urges Solution as a Humanitarian Issue

The following is a resolution 
adopted by the Central Committee 
of the Japanese Red Cross and 
the reasons leading to its adoption, 
in regard to the question of re- 
-patriation of Koreans in Japan as 
an urgent humanitarian issue.— 
Editor 


1. Why repatriation is not 4 
political question. 

The freedom to change one’s 
residence or to repatriate to 
one’s home country is a funda- 
mental human right belonging 
exclusively to each individual. 
It.is not a right of other persons 
or the State, The selection of 
one’s dwelling place can be de- 
termined solely by the free will 
of that person and not by the 
will of the Government. A ques- 
tion over which the Government 
has no competence and which 
cannot be settled by the will 
of the Government cannot be 
a political question. Therefore, 
the repatriation question of cer- 
‘tain Koreans residing in Japan 
is not a political question. 

2. Why it is a humanitarian 
issue. 

Not all the questions which 
are nonpolitical are >humani- 
tarian issues. However, it is a 
humanitarian issue if a person 
cannot execute his fundamental 
human right despite his earnest 
desire. Certain Koreans resid- 
ing in Japan have been wishing 
earnestly for many years to re- 
patriate to the home country, 
but without success. Their 
number has reached more than 
100,000, it is reported. This is 
a grave humanitarian question. 

No Political Reason 

3. Why it cannot be restrict- 
ed by political reason. 

Fundamental human rights 
are, of course, recognized in the 
limit of the public order and 
welfare. This does not mean 
that the Government can restrict 
human rights arbitrarily. A 
strict procedure based on the 
law is required to limit any hu- 
man rights, but, there is no 
such law that the Government 
can limit a human right by polit- 
ical consideration. Therefore, 
the Korean repatriation cannot 
be suspended by political con- 
sideration. 

4. Repatriation is not 
patriation. 

Therefore, the Koreans in 
Japan are free to go to North 


‘Korea or South Korea as well 


as stay in Japan, if they do not 
violate Japanese laws. It is up 
to them to decide what to do, 
not the Japanese Government. 

5. It has no relevancy with 
the question of nationality. 


The freedom of the selection 
of one’s dwelling place has 
nothing to with the nationality 
of that individual. So long as the 
Government of the destination 
is willing to accept a person, it 
does not mind if he is a for- 
eigner, much more if he is a 
compatriot. The status of the 
nationality of the Koreans has 
not yet been settled in Japan 
which is a third country. No 
matter how it will be settled in 


‘the future, it has no relevancy 


with the question of repatria- 
tion, Furthermore, the choice 
of nationality is entirely free 
with each individual and North 
Koreans will not evidently take 
the nationality of the ROK. 


Not Recognition 
6. It has nothing to do with 


the question of: the recognition 
of any foreign regime, 


The assistance given by the 
Japanese Government for their 
repatriation to North Korea 
cannot be taken as a tacit rec- 
ognition of the North Korean 
regime. There is no such inter- 
national law. 


7. It cannot be an unfriendly 
act to any country. 


“Japan should not help re- 
patriation to the North because 
it is an unfriendly act to the 
ROK.” Such an argument has 
no foundation. “An unfriendly 
act” is a political notion. “The 
freedom of repatriation” is a 
notion of the International Hu- 


Financial Program 

The Administration’s financial 
program for the local govern- 
ments—to be submitted shortly 
to the Upper and Lower Houses 
by the Autonomy Agency—is 
important as it clarifies the fi- 
nancial condition of each local 
government.

Midnight Tea Shops

ures, as the law permits the 
tea shops to continue in busi- 
ness if they brighten their light- 
ing.

Now that these estab- 
lishments will be able to conti- 
nue, there are still fears of 
youngsters patronizing them. 
The best measure is for parents 
to forbid their children to go 
out at night.—Mainichi Shimbun 


Juvenile Delinquency 

The recent crime increase 
among juveniles is causing much 
concern to parents. We are hor- 
rified to learn that so many 
crimes are being committed by 
teen-agers. This has developed 
into a major social and political 
problem. While juvenile delin- 
quency is increasing, crimes by 
adults are leveling off. A sur- 
vey by the Osaka police has 
shown that crimes committed by 
young people during 1958, set an 
all-time record. Moreover, these 
crimes were of a more vicious 
character than has been the case 
in the past. The Government 
should take-strong measures to 
stamp out juvenile delinquency.

manitarian Law. It is evident 
that the International Humani- 
tarian Law cannot be iInfluenc- 
ed by any political considera- 
tions. Any third party cannot 
criticize a country which is ob- 
serving the International Hu- 
manitarian Law. On the con- 
trary, it is the third party which 
is making such criticism that 
should be blamed as unfriendly. 

8. The capture of Japanese 
fishermen has no relevancy to 
it. 

The question of the capture 
of Japnese fishermen in the 
open sea and the question of the 
repatriation of Koreans to North 
Korea have no connection with 
each other. The former is a 
question of the Rhee Line. The 
latter is a question whether or 
not Japan respects the human 
rights of certain foreigners liv- 
ing in Japanese territories. The 
Japanese fishermen are being 
captured despite the fact that 
no Korean is going to North 
Korea. Even if the question of 
the Rhee Line is satisfactorily 
settled, it will not mean that 
the repatriation question will be 
solved, 

Bargaining Out 

9. It should not be turned 
into a hostage policy. 

To connect these two questions 
which are entirely different is 
to bargain with these questions. 
It means to restrict or not to 
restrict the freedom of Japanese 
fishermen according to the 
success or failure of the solution 
of the question over which they 
have no responsibility at all. 
This will mean a hostage policy. 
We should not regard the ques- 
tion of the repatrjation from 
such a viewpoint. We cannot 
solve this question by such 
means. 

10. It is quite possible to 
separate the repatriation ques- 
tion from the political question. 

Therefore, it is necessary to 
separate the question of the 
repatriation from any political 
issues and it can be separated 
from them, 

11, The will of repatriation 
should be confirmed individually 
and impartially, 

For the same reason, freedom 
of the will of the repatriates 
should be confirmed individual- 
1y and not collectively, just as 
in the case of the issuance of 
passports or the registration of 
marriage. It should be done by 
an impartial organ. P 

12. ves are not the ques- 
tion. 

Freedom of will means here 
freedom of the expression of 
their will and not their motives. 
Whether the motives of the re- 
patriates are economical, ide- 
ological, educational or familial 
makes no difference. 


Of Free Will 


13. The meaning of “free- 
dom of expression of will.” 

But, to take North Korea for 
the ROK, to be registered or 
to be omitted from the registra- 
tion as repatriates without one’s 
notice, to think that one is not 
allowed to remain in Japan or 
has to go to North or South 
Korea, or to make a decision 
thoughtlessly thinking that one 
can come back again to Japan 
easily, or to decide against one’s 
will by outside pressure or by 
ignorance, sugh are the ques- 
tions related to the freedom of 
the expression. We should not 
prepare an atmosphere which 
will mislead or hamper the ex- 
pression of one’s free will, 

14. Examples of the repa- 
triates to Chinese mainland. 

Therefore, the selection of the 
dwelling place should be done 
in a quiet atmosphere. It should 
be very regrettable if repatria- 
tion to the North should take 
such an aspect as that of the 
gold rush to Alaska. It is not 
a question of “mode” or “mass- 
communication.” There are 
many Chinese who hated Japan 
and went to the Chinese main- 
land. Some of them were dis- 
illusioned, came back to Japan 
illegally and were interned in 
camps. Such an example should 
not be followed again. 

15. The Red Cross cannot ap- 
praise the political situation of 
any country. 

I am not talking here about 
the situation in North or South 
Korea. Such an appraisal of 
the political situation varies ac- 
cording to each person. The 
Red Cross cannot make such an 
uncertain and political appraisal. 


South Korean Origin 

16. Can the New Delhi Con- 
ference Resolution No. 20 be 
applied? 

“Ninety-seven per cent of the 
Koreans residing in Japan are 
South Korean in origin. There- 
fore, Resolution No. 20 of the 
New Delhi Conference can be 
applied in case they wish to go 
back to the ROK but not if they 
are going to North Korea. They 
are not going to North Korea 
to be reunited with their 
families who are not living in 
North Korea but in South Ko- 
rea. They are just misled by 
strong propaganda in Japan.” 
The above is an argument which 
recognizes that 3 per cent of 
the Korean population in Japan, 
namely, 18,000 persons are 
North Korean in origin, but it 
ignores the fact that the whole 
Korean Peninsula is the “home” 
of the Koreans residing in 
Japan in the meaning of Reso- 
lution No. 20 of the New Delhi 
Conference. , 

17. Unemployment of 
reans cannot be prevented. 

“There is not any organ [n 
the Japanese Government which 
studies and executes a giobal 
policy for Koreans residing in 
Japan. No efficient licy to 
ameliorate specially their fate 
was established and applied.

They are left in such a difficult

situation that they have no 
other alternative than to go to 
North Korea. And if they go to 
North Korea, they cannot go to 
South Korea where their rela- 
tives are living, nor come back 
to Japan which will not allow 
them. 


“Nevertheless, some Japanese 
quarters are encouraging their 
repatriation to the North for 
the security of Japan and re- 
ducing Government expenses. 
No more inhuman policy can 
be conceived. Instead of that, 


the Japanese Government 
should better facilitate their 
naturalization and stabilize 


their living condition In a real 
humanitarian policy.” 


The above is also a kind of 
antirepatriation movement. I 
do not doubt the sincerity of 
those who advocate such a policy 
and hesitate to pay tribute to 
their humanitarian sentiment. 
However, they are ignoring the 
factual situation, in my opinion. 


The crucial issue of this prob- 
lem is that unemployment in 
Japan has shifted to Koreans. 
Most of them are unable to find 
appropriate jobs even when the 
economy of Japan is prosperous, 
to say nothing of the time when 
it is depressed. They constitute 
a social strata of permanent un- 
employment in Japan. There is 
no other remedy for them than 
to leave Japan. (See: “Funda- 
mental Conditions of Certain 
Koreans Residing in Japan,” 
Japanese Red Cross Society, 
1956.) Even if a policy can be 
found to ameliorate their con- 
ditions by giving special assist- 
ance to Koreans more than to 
Japanese, a long time will be re- 
Saeed before it can be accepted 
and achieved. It cannot be real- 
ized in time now while the ques- 
tion is urgent. If we leave them 
as they are now, many patients 
or even cases of death may 
occur. This is a real humani- 
tarian ouestion. 


18. Resolution of the Central 
Committee of the Japanese Red 
Cross. 


Therefore, on Jan. 20, 1959 the 
Centra! Committee of the Japa- 
nese Red Cross Society unanim- 
ously adopted the following reso- 


lution: 
Resolution 

The Central Committee of the 
Japanese Red Cross Society 
expressing _ deep concern over 
the fact that certain Koreans 
residing in Japan are still un- 
able to go back to their home 
country according to their wish, 

Recognizing that freedom 
of choice of one’s residence or 
repatriation to one’s home 
country should be a fundamen- 
tal human right belonging ex- 
clusively to each individual, 

Basing on the spirit of the 
Resolution No. 20 of the 19th 
International Red Cross Con- 
ference held at New Delhi, 1957, 

Reaffirms the necessity that 
this problem should be solved 
urgently from a humanitarian 
viewpoint separating it from 
the political question, and ut- 
most attention should be also 
paid to its way of solution so as 
not to be involved in any politi- 
cal issue. 

This resolution was im- 
mediately sent to the Prime Min- 
ister, Foreign Minister, Minister 
of Justice and Minister of Wel- 
fare. as well as to the North 
Korean Red Cross and the 
ICRC, It is because the Central 
Committee of the Japanese Red 
Cross judged that the question 
needs an urgent solution. 

19. The Japanese Red Cross 
is not op to mass-repatria- 
tion system. 

In conclusion, I want to state 
that the Japanesé Red Cross has 
never had such an idea that 
repatriation is a humanitarian 
question when it takes the form 
of individual repatriation by 
small numbers but it becomes a 
political question when it is done 
by mass-repatriation. It is in- 
conceivable that the Japanese 
Red Cross which executed so 
many mass-repatriations should 
consider them as a_ political 
means. 

Mass-repatriation, however, 
needs the authorization of the 
Government and long prepara- 
tion. Individual repatriation to 
North Korea can be done at any 
time, even now, As the question 
needs an urgent solution as 
stated above, the Japanese Red 
Cross is of the opinion that 
individual repatriation should 
be executed pending the materi- 
alization of a mass system, 
which is, needless to say, its 
main objective. 

I want to make this point 
clear because there is some 
misunderstanding about this 
question in some quarters,

Morocco’s Problem 


Status of U.S. Air Bases Ticklish 


By ANDREW BOROWIEC 


RABAT, Morocco (AP)—The 
kingdom of Morocco has one of 
the largest Concentrations of 
American strategic air bases 
anywhere overseas. And Moroc- 
co is not eltogether happy about 
it. 

The French tricolor flies next 
to the Stars and Stripes over 
the air-conditioned buildings 
and long-range bombers parked 
on the runways. 


Even though the soil is Moroc- 
can, the Red Morocco flag with 
a golden star has found no place 
inside the camps, guarded by 
French air force police and 
gendarmes. 


The bases still operate accord- 
ing to an agreement signed with 
‘the French in 1955,.a year be 
fore Morocco gained its inde- 
pendence. 

The Moroccans could say 
nothing about the bases at the 
time. 

Off-and-on negotiations be- 
tween the United States and 
the Moroccan Government for 
the past 18 months have 
brought no change thus far. 

A recent Moroccan Govern- 
ment crisis has further ham- 
pered the talks. 

Thus, officially, Morocco still 
does not recognize the United 
States’ right to the bases from 
which strategic bombers would 
take off should atomic retalia- 
tion be ordered by the Presi- 
dent. 


“The problem is in midair,” 
commented a U.S. Embassy offi- 
cial. ; 


But there are signs which 


seriously worry the United 
States. 
Last November, Morocco’s 


King Mohammed V told a mass 
rally in the capital that all for- 
eign troops should leave Moroc- 
can territory. He indicated 
clearly that he meant Ameri- 
can troops as well as the ex- 
colonial troops of France and 
Spain which remained in the 
country after independence. 

The crowd roared back ap- 
proval. 

There have been no new de- 
velopments since then, how-

-- Kishi Likely to Stay 

LONDON _ (K yodo-Reuter)— 
The Economist, in a review of 
the Japanese political scene, 
said that despite rival factions 
within the party the Liberal- 
Democrats were likely to remain 
in power with Nobusuke Kishi 
as Prime Minister. 

The independent weekly re 
view declared: 

“It is highly fMprobable that 
the weak Socialists can lead the 
proletariat, or anyone else, to 
victory, even over the in-fight- 
ing conservatives, 

“Amid the growing political 
gloom, some Japanese business 
leaders have gone so far as to 
make tentative overtures to the 
least radical Socialist leaders, 
in the dim hope of seeing the 
emergence of a third party that 
might combine the more stable 
elements of the two existing 
ones, 

“But a middile-of-the-road, fac- 
tion-free third party seems a 
very distant ideal, 

“All the politicians of what- 
ever ideology are clearly more 
fascinated by their personal 
prospects than they are moved 
by the principles which they 
profess. 

“The chances are that Kishi 
will somehow contrive to con- 
tinue as Prime Minister, by 
playing off one set of factions 
against another. 

“Should he fail, his place will 
be taken by Mitsujiro Ishii, or 
some other compromise candi- 
date temporarily acceptable to 
a majority of the factions. 

“But the Liberal-Democrats 
will remain in power, and the 
game will go on, though with 
all important matters piled up 
once more in the pending tray. 

“The Japanese are fortunate- 
ly not a Aemanding people. 

“They ask little more from 
their politicians than that they 
should annually suspend their 
internal feuding long enough to 
get a budget through the Diet. 

“Day-to-day administration 
rests in the capable hands of 
trained bureaucrats, 

“The United States is: still in 
practice responsible for the 
country’s defense. 

“Japan has no foreign policy 
independent enough to call for 
painful decision-making at top 
levels. 

“It seems to be just as well,” 
the Economist concluded. 


China as A-Power 

LONDON (Kyodo - Reuter)— 
The Soviet Union would regard 
a China equipped with atomic 
weapons more as a danger than 
a reinforcement for the ines 
of peace,” the Daily Telegrap 
said today. 

This conservative newspaper 
was commenting in an editorial 
on the latest proposal by Soviet 
Premier Khrushchev, for an 
atom free zone in the Pacific. 

“China without more Soviet 
aid than she is getting still 
needs time to make her first 
atomic bomb—and still more 
time and aid to go beyond that. 
Far from welcoming a China 
with nuclear weapons as a re- 
inforcement of the camp of 
peace the Russians must regard 
her as a grave danger. 

“For with nuclear weapons 
China could pursue the inde- 
pendent foreign policy toward 
the United States which is now 
beyond her power as the Que- 
moy crisis showed. 

“For all their protestations of 
solidarity at the current (Soviet 
Party) congress the two great

mmunist powers have some 

vergent interests which will 
grow more important with time. 

“Foreign policy apart it is sig- 
nificant that Khrushchev should 
have said so little of what the 
Soviet economy is now doing to 
help the Chinese.” 


The Daily Mail (conservative) 
said that Khrushchev’s mention 
that China would join a Pacific 
ban on nuclear weapons had 
been received in silence by 
Chou En-lai, the Chinese Prime 
Minister, who is attending the 
Soviet congress. 


The Mail said that Khrush- 
chev had apparently switched 
the spotlight from Europe to 
Asia because he feared China's 
emergerce as a nuclear power. 

“There is littl doubt that 
beneath the surface demonstra- 
tions of comradely Communist 
love suspicions and traditional 
dislikes are at work between 
these two. 


“The Soviet leaders must al-' 


ways be conscious of the 650 
million diligent land-hungry 
Chinese casting covetous eyes 
on the vast empty spaces of the 
Russian Asiatic empire. 

“If we face an Eastern peril 
so do the Russians and in a few 
years it may be an: extremely 
menacing one. No wonder they 
want to build their strength as 
fast as they can.”
